In view of the recent thorough revision of the 
French Tariff, a complete and up-to-date edition in 
English has been prepared by the Bu- 
pe en reau of Manufactures. of the Depart- 
English, ™ment of Commerce and Labor at Wash- 
ington. The usefulness of the work to 
business men in this country is increased by the fact 
that all Tariff rates are given in our money and 
weights, as well as in the French units. Much practi- 
cal information concerning custom formalities is 
included. 

The new French law re-adjusted the duties on 
about as many commodities as the Payne-Aldrich bill 
changed in the United States. Unlike that act, how- 
ever, the French law did not repeal preceding tariffs. 
It merely amended those sections that were deemed 
“unsatisfactory.” Every section underwent minute 
s¢rutiny and while the present Tariff is still the law 
of 1892, amended, it is a radically different measure 
from that passed 18 years ago. The French do not 
hesitate to change their Tariff. Between 1892 and 
1910 no less than 38 different Tariff laws were passed. 
Most of these laws affected only a few rates; none, 
prior to 1910, attempted a complete revision. 

More minute classification, higher duties on manu- 
factures, and wider differences between the general 
and minimum rates are the chief features of the 1910 
Tariff law. The French Parliament spent three years 
in preparing for the revision. The first step in that 
direction was taken in 1907, just a year after the pres- 
ent German, Austrian and Russian laws were put in 
force. The demand for Tariff changes came from 
Parliament; the Government took no active part till 
after the first bill was reported, and then insisted on 
numerous reductions from the original draft to pre- 
vent friction with other countries, before it gave its 
support to the measure. 

It was repeatedly stated that the objects of the 
revision were to maintain the protective character of 
the law of 1892 and to modify rates to provide for 
newly created industries and to meet changes in 
methods of production and trade. The attempt was 
made to estimate the’ cost of production in France 
and other countries, and to fix the duties so as to 
offset any difference to the disadvantage of France; 
Wages and labor conditions in France and _ other 
countries were frequently discussed. It was argued 
that the social measures passed within the last few 
years—the employers’ liability law, the limitation of 
the working day, reduced for women and children 
from 12 to 10 hours, and the legalization of a weekly 
day of rest—had increased the relative cost of labor 
and required additional protection. 

The law determining the customs treatment of im- 
ports from the United States and Porto Rico, while 
separate from the main Tariff law, was passed and 
went into effect on the same day as that measure. On 
the great majority of articles the general rates, usually 
about half as high again as the minimum, are applied 


. on imports from the United States and Porto Rico.

25 paragraphs of the French Tariff under former 
treaties, confined entirely to farm products, meat and 
lard, and mineral oils. The new law added 68 para- 
graphs, on which the minimum was conceded. In 
these articles, imports from the United States are 
admitted at rates as low as from any foreign country, 
but no assurance has been given that the actual rates 
will remain unchanged. By a unique arrangement, 
France also provided that the former general rates 
on certain articles shall continue in effect as regards 
imports from this country. The result is that on such 
articles the United States enjoys a kind of intermedi- 
ate Tariff, the rates of which cannot be raised.

Practical exemplification of this entente cordiale on 
the part of the Chicago Retail Hardware Association 
was furnished at the 18th annual banquet which was 
held in Chicago on Friday evening, January 13, when 
the retailers were the hosts to the manufacturers, job- 
bers and their representatives—a radical departure 
from the usual order of things as far as trade ban- 
quets go—for almost without exception the manu- 
facturers are called upon to do the “honors,” the retail- 
ers being the invited guests. 

This anomalous, though highly commendable, sit- 
uation was the keynote of a few after dinner remarks. 
made at the banquet of the Chicago hardware men, 
by Mr. Daniel Stern, Publisher and Proprietor of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN AND HARDWARE REcorp, 
who, as one of the guests, was invited to address the 
gathering by Judge Michael F. Girten, the toastmas- 
ter. Mr. Stern in referring. to this specific act of 
courtesy of the retail hardware dealers of Chicago to- 
ward the manufacturers and jobbers, pointed out that 
this spirit of good fellowship was almost without prec- 
edent in the trade, and was worthy of emulation by 
every trade organization. The benefit which the re- 
tail trade would derive from such a laudable proceed- 
ing as this could not be readily estimated. Nor would 
the retailers alone profit by it, for the establishing of 
cordial relationship between manufacturer and retailer 
would redound to the success of both, and facilitate 
the solution of the various perplexing problems with 
which the trade is confronted. 

The 18th annual banquet of the Chicago Retail 
Hardware Association was unanimously voted as the 
most successful ever held in the history of the asso- 
ciation. And well it might be. 

There are not a few members of the association who 
seem to think that gatherings of this character should 
be held more frequently, and that instead of the affair 
being an annual one it would be advisable to make it 
a quarterly event. Indeed, the feeling among the 
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members of the association in this direction is so, pro- 
nounced, that a re-union every three or four months 
looks just now like a foregone conclusion. A capital 
idea, we think, and one which deserves the support of 
every member. Keep it up, gentlemen of the Chicago 
Retail Hardware Association! It will be money well 
spent, and you will never regret it. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

What worry is may never be defined. No definition 
is needed for purposes of ‘identification. We all know 
it by experience. But for cure close examination 
shows that the mind refuses to let go a worrying topic. 
It hovers over the cause, it broods when further present 
thought is useless. If the will seizes control and, for 
a moment, expels the cause from consciousness, the 
next instant the harried mind comes back, as in a circle, 
and resumes its profitless thinking. It is this move- 
ment in a circle, this brooding, this persistent realiza- 
tion of danger that eats out vitality. The process be- 
gets fatigue and exhaustion. The cure is to refuse to 
entertain the theme. Victims of misfortune are not 
strong, often, for many days following. Pampered self- 
indulgence destroys the will. Iron resolution, bolted in 
place and watched by the hour, can break this circular 
movement back again and again to the distressful topic. 
Think to a purpose, and when you can not think defi- 
nitely refuse to think about the thing that worries you. 
Leave word with the mind that in case any incident 
arises offering a rational chance you will grapple it. 
Otherwise “nothing doing.” Fix a date or an hour 
when the matter will be taken up, and until then think 
on your blessings, or any other duty. Worry is a mind 
unharnessed, or with the harness broken and the 
thoughts in a runaway. Learn to wait patiently. Make 
waiting patiently a mental task and discipline the mind 
till it can do it. Cultivate true courage. The sting of 
worry is fear. Cultivate hardihood, the quality of en- 
during, of bearing and yet bearing. The athlete refuses 
to feel the blow. He does not thrill under the stroke. 
He is indifferent, he does not know he is hurt. The 
mind can be trained in this insensibility. Uncontrolled 
sensibilities are the most expensive things in personali- 
ties. The imagination runs tiot, and, in worry, we 
suffer under sensations not real but imagined. Evi- 
dently mental discipline is the avenue of escape of 
worry. This is no novel suggestion, for it is confessed 
that there is no limit to the attainments of a trained 
mind, Worry is a defect, a degeneracy, a disease. It 
is sickly, low tone, unsound. It is something to be 
ashamed of. It is essentially allied to superstition. It 
is the worst malady, except insanity, that inflicts man- 
kind. It is the recruiting sergeant of insanity. The 
misery it has inflicted in all ages is immeasurable.

But a cer- 
tain degree of self-assertion is what powder is to the 
shot in a gun. One man has the same right an the 
sidewalk that another has. Courtesy is one of the 
adornments of real strength. But it is not a duty to 


submit to being shoved aside by the bolder man. Every 
man has his rights. The consciousness of that fact 
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furnishes force. Who composes the crowd? Individ- 
uals, like yourself. Your two feet have the same law- 
ful space on the street of any other two human feet. 
The shrinking from pushing and being pushed is nat- 
ural to the person of refinement. But it is necessary to 
present yourself, to announce yourself as being on 
hand and ready. If not the other man will. It is 
needful to be heard and seen. Life is so intensely busy 
that a long and careful search for the right man is dif- 
ficult. The pushing man can still be a gentleman. The 
“self-seeking” man need not be a selfish man. Who 
is not self-seeking if he gets anywhere? There is a 
world of difference between selfishness and self-love. 
The latter is the very instinct of life and an eternal 
right. The world will not know that you have abili- 
ties and capabilities unless in some proper way you ad- 
vertise yourself. The offense is in the way it is done, 
not in the thing itself.

Get back into the throng, not at all fastidious about your 
rivals, but all the more scrupulous as to one’s own 
method. All hope is gone for the man who shrinks 
from the crowd. Self-assertion should always come 
after a good night’s sleep. It should spring up after 
every rebuff. It should step over an insult as one 
would step over a mud puddle. A consciousness of 
real ability and worth should bear a man right on. If 
he knows himself he will assert that self in a sane and 
convincing way. He cannot hide his candle. His rep- 
resentations about himself will be truthful because he 
is true. He knows there are things to be done. The 
world must have them done or stop turning over. Some 
one must do these things. He knows he can do them, 
and he is conscious of doing mankind a favor. There 
is an unmistakable charm in genuine self-valuation. 
It is in all nature, for the bird sings to be seen and 
heard and the lion roars to attract attention.

CO-OPERATE WITH COAL MEN. 

It is a not uncommon device to work in concert 
with the coal dealers. Cases have been known where 
coal men have made it a point to notify stove dealers 
of places to which coal was delivered. Households 
where the consumption of coal seemed to be heavy 
would receive a call next day from Mr. Stove Dealer. 

The time would be ripe to engage the man of the 
house in talk on the question of heating expenses. It 
would transpire perhaps that the stove or furnace 


used was a heavy consumer or was old and ineffective. 
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Adroitly turning the conversation to serve his own 
purpose, the dealer would soon have full swing for 
a talk on the benefits of a new and up-to-date stove, 
the added comfort and the saving in coal bills. A sale 
might not be made, but the first step—and a most im- 
portant one—would have been gained. 

The first step is to arouse interest, to introduce your- 
self or your goods to prospective purchasers. An ex- 
commercial traveler, now in business for himself, has 
adopted methods which show that he has not forgot- 
ten his early training “on the road.” He believes in 
personal canvass, and some of his methods of gain- 
ing an introduction into homes are, to say the least, 
unique. 

One day he rapped at the door of-a comfortable- 
looking dwelling and greeted the lady of the house, 
who answered the summons with: “Good afternoon; 
I have come to see about the stove.” 


“T was surprised to hear,” he continued, without 
giving time for a response, “that you were inclined 
to think thé stove we sold you a heavy consumer. 
The first complaint we have ever heard. Madam, we 
will take the stove back and give you a new one or 
guarantee to remedy the trouble without expense. 
That is our method of doing business.” 

“There must be some mistake,” said the lady of the 
house; “our stove has not been working well, but we 
did not buy it from you. We've had it for twelve 
years.” 

Had used their stove for twelve years and now 
found it was‘not working well! What better argument 
could a dealer want to effect the sale of a new and 
up-to-date heater? He gained permission to inspect 
the stove, pointed out the need for a new one, and 
a day or two afterwards installed a new heater. 

This same dealer found pretexts of one kind or an- 
other to visit most of the homes in the town, and 
to talk stoves. His business was good—as he de- 
served. All merchants do not possess the suavity of 
manner and ingenuity of conception to carry out suc- 
cessfully a campaign of this kind. They can, how- 
ever, apply methods of a somewhat similar nature to 
their advertising and make their personality show in 
every line of type in their ads. Get the ear of the 
man who needs a stove, and you will get his trade. 
People need stoves in winter; they feel the need of 
new heaters at that time of the year more than any 
other season. It should be possible to sell stoves 
right through the winter months. Some men do it, 
and all dealers could, if they made the necessary ef- 
fort. 

The stove trade can be made steady the same as 
any other business. It should be recognized that not 
all people are “opportunists” in making purchases. 
Many undoubtedly do not give thought to any matter 
until the necessity rises up and stares them in the 
face. If they need a new stove they think of buying 
it only when cold weather sets in. It is this take- 
things-easy attitude that makes the fall trade in stoves 
so invariably busy. But there is, on the other hand, 
a class of household economists who buy when they 
find it pays them best. People of this class purchase 
straw hats in early spring or late fall, and Christmas 
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presents in September. To them it is quite possible 
to talk stoves at any season of the year. 

“I attribute the growth of my business to this one 
fact,” says a well-known stove and hardware dealer. 
“I have redoubled my efforts to sell stoves during 
the summer months, and never allowed the line to 
drop out of sight. During the past summer I have 
made sales right along. This continual, all-the-year- 
around campaign has associated my name with the 
stove trade in the public mind more firmly than a 
mere seasonable effort would do. This dealer is a 
believer in printer’s ink. He takes liberal space in the 
local papers, and uses it to advantage. His reading 
matter is always catchy, and he uses illustrations to 
advantage. The plan that he pursues is to use a large 
space several times a week rather than a small space 
every day. 

During the summer he makes his advertising even 
a little heavier than usual and hammers away on 
the subject of stoves. A steady volume of trade re- 
sults and he has seen his business grow very mate- 
rially, due in a great degree, he believes, to this policy. 

To hark back to matters of more immediate inter- 
est, the possibilities of early winter sales are so good 
that no merchant should neglect at this season of the 
year to exploit his stove line. Even if a most satisfac- 
tory fall trade were done, the dealer cannot afford to 
rest on his oars. If he goes after the trade, it will 
meet him half way.—Exchange.

TRADE OPINIONS ON COLD AIR REGISTERS 
FOR INSIDE CIRCULATION. 














From Excelsior Steel Furnace Co., Chicago. 

To THE AMERICAN, ARTISAN: | 
' Relative to the comparative merits of Side Wall 
and Floor Registers for inside circulation, our pref- 
erence is for Baseboard Registers of modern con- 
struction, owing to the fact that such Registers pre- 
sent a more ornate appearance, avoid the necessity of 
cutting large openings in the floors and can also be 
more tightly closed during the summer months and 
thus prevent the accumulation in the pipes of dust. 

Special cold air intakes are made at the present 
time for use in baseboards having very large capaci- 
ty, but the objection to these is the fact that they are 
not provided with means for closing the same during 
the months when the heating apparatus is not in use. 





From Chalfant Hardware Mfg. Co., Atglen, Pa. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

When using warm air for heating the furnace 
should have a cold air pipe from the outside to carry 
pure air to the heating parts of the heater, which 
when heated will pass up into the rooms. To ventilate 
the rooms there should be registers or openings for 
the foul air to pass off as the fresh air comes in. The 
outlet should be high up in the room. 





From the Safety Furnace Pipe Co., Detroit, Mich. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: ~ 

We are strong advocates of inside cold air returns, 
providing there is no inside ventilation. If the house 
has no inside ventilation, then it should have inside 
return ducts, either ‘side wall or floor. We would also 
advise a small amount of fresh air in addition to the 
return inside air. 

When a bicycle tire is full of air, you cannot pump 
any more into it without letting some of the air out. 
It is the same with a house; you cannot fil a room 
with fresh air without taking some of the stale air 
out of it. ’

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Regarding our opinion of the relative merits of side 
wall and floor cold air registers, would say that the 
inside circulation without auxiliary means of supply- 
ing fresh air is defective from a sanitary standpoint. 
When some means is employed to supply fresh air by 
the proper installation of a ventilator of suitable type, 
the merits of side or floor cold air registers are then 
a matter.of expediency. 





From the Auer Register Co., Cleveland, Ohio. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
Our contention, verified by practical experience in 
the installation of furnaces, is that in buildings not 
otherwise provided with means of ventilation it is as 
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necessary to return the cold air to the bottom of the 
furnace casing, thereby relieving the air pressure in 
and removing the cold air from the rooms, as it is 
necessary to have return pipes from steam or hot. water 
radiators to the boiler in steam or hot water heating 
systems. 

Because of the coldest air being nearest the fioor, 
floor cold air faces or gratings are decidedly preferable 
to faces in the wall. : 

Taking the air supply for the furnace from the 
interior, the air taken out of the rooms should be equal 
in volume to the combined area or outlet of the warm 
air pipes. This necessarily requires a large cold air 
face or grating which, in some cases, is objectionable. 
To eliminate this objection as much as possible, special 
cold air faces having the greatest possible air opening 
in a given size is important. These gratings or faces 
therefore must be of a special design pattern, instead 
of the ordinary register faces generally used. Since 
most of the warm air heating engineers recognize the 
importance of inside air return to the furnace, special 
gratings or faces for this purpose requiring less floor 
space are now made by one register concern. 

In some sections the primitive notion of it being 
necessary to take outdoor air supply for the furnace 
to combine ventilation with heating is still in vogue. 
This contention is not well founded when it is con- 
sidered that the higher priced heating apparatus (hot 
water or steam) do not supply any method of veritila- 
tion and yet are considered superior, and that taking 
outdoor air requires more fuel. To obtain sufficient 
heat under different conditions and temperatures is 
less certain. 

Most important to buyers of heating apparatus is 
getting sufficient warmth with minimum expense for 
fuel. The furnace man in no case gets credit for sup- 
plying fresh (outside) air if the purchaser does not 
get sufficient heat or if at excessive coal bills. 

The preference, therefore, from a furnace man’s 
standpoint, is decidedly in favor of inside air circu- 
lation.

RULE FOR ASCERTAINING AMOUNT OF 
RADIATION FOR COMBINATION HEATING. 





To determine the square feet of radiating surface 
required to properly heat any room, we offer the fol- 
lowing rule of ratios to cubical contents, as the simplest 
method. However, due allowance must be made for 
exposure, locality, glass surface, construction, and 
other conditions. The following ratios are calculated 
to apply to buildings of ordinary construction: 

One square foot direct radiation will heat— 

For Dwellings: 


Living rooms, exposed one side............ 20 to 25 cu. ft. 
Living rooms, exposed two sides............ 18 to 22 cu. ft. 
Sleeping rooms, exposed one side.......... 25 to W cu. ft. 
Sleeping rooms, exposed two sides.......... 20 to 25 cu. ft. 
i Ceska ile ss bine sccdeecceedes cs 15 to 20 cu. ft. 


The above rules are based on heating living rooms 
to 70 deg. Fahr. with the outside temperature 20 deg.

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A FACE MITER AT RIGHT ANGLES AROUND 
A PANEL. 











BY E, R, PROBERT. 


In Fig. 202, let A B C D represent any panel, around 
which a molding is to be carried of the profile H and 
G. The miters required in this case are called “face 
miters,” to distinguish them from other square miters, 
which can only be shown in a plan view. A correct 
elevation of the panel A B C D with the lines of the 
molding carried around, determines the miter lines 
A E and B F, which, in connection with the profiles 
at H and G, are all that is necessary to the develop- 
ment of the pattern. 

The two profiles are here drawn, thus constituting 
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will be the pattern sought. The other pattern is de- 
veloped in like manner. 

It is usual to draw the stretchout lines J J and U T 
across the lines of the moldings which they represent, 
beginning the stretchouts at the inner lines of the 
molding ; thus, point zo of the profile G would be lo- 
cated at a, while the point so in the profile H would 
be at b. While this is apt to produce some confusion 
of lines in actual practice, it gives the entire profile in 
one continuous stretchout for the purpose alluded to 
above, that of cutting the entire width of the panel in 
one piece. Should it be desired to make one of the 
moldings separate from the rest, an additional point 
for the purpose of a lap is assumed at one of the 
moldings, as rz of profile H. 

The pattern for thé end piece A B may be derived 
without drawing the additional profile, as its profile 
and stretchout are necessarily the same as that of 
the other two arms; therefore, produce / J on a line 
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any entire section of the panel, because it is usual for 
constructive reasons to cut the two moldings with the 
intervening panel in one piece where the width of 
the metal will permit it. 

Divide the two profiles in the usual manner in the 
same number of parts, from which points draw lines 
parallel to the lines of the molding, cutting the miter 
lines, as shown. For the pattern of the side corre- 
sponding to B C lay off a stretchout at right angles 
to it as shown by J J, through which draw measuring 
lines in the usual manner. Place the T-square at 
right angles to B C, or what is the same, parallel to 
the stretchout line J J, and bringing it successively 
against the several points in the miter line B F, cut 
measuring lines of corresponding number. Then a 
line traced through these points, as shown by L K, 





at right angles to A B, as shown by Y O, through the 
points in which draw measuring lines in the usual 
manner, producing them sufficiently far in each direc- 
tion to intercept lines dropped from the points in the 
two miter lines. Place the T-square at right angles 
to A B, and, bringing it successively against the points 
already in A E and B F, cut measuring lines of corre- 
sponding numbers. Then lines traced through the in- 
tersections thus formed, as shown by P S and Q R, 
will be the shape of the pattern of the end piece. 

It may be noticed in the last operation that drop- 
ping the points from either of the miter lines, as B F, 
into the measuring lines, is in fact, only continuing 
in the same direction the lines previously drawn from 
the profile G, to the line B F, and that in reality the 
shape of the cut at O R is developed without the as- 
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sistance of the miter line, thus giving another instance 

of the fact that any square miter can be cut by. the 

short method when the relation of the parts is under- 

stood. 

HOW THE SNOW AND RAIN CAN BE KEPT 
OUT OF THE SHAFT.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Some time ago Mr, F. E. McGraw, of Peshtigo, Wis- 
consin, inquired through your columns as to how to 
stop the snow and fine rain that blows through the 
blinds of an octagonal shaped cupola, which is used as 
an air shaft, from dropping on the floor below. The 
diameter, he stated, was 7 feet, 3 inches, and the area

of the foul air ducts leading into the shaft, 3,387 square 
inches. Mr. McGraw submitted a plan by putting a 
deck at the base of the blinds and having a pipe, 5 feet 
6 inches in diameter, extending to the top of the blinds. 
He wished to know if this arrangement would hinder 
the discharge of foul air, or if an improvement could 
be made that would not be much more expensive. 

Regarding Mr. McGraw’s proposed plan for keeping 
the rain and snow from going through the louvers and 
dropping to the floor, by running a shaft to the top of 
the blades, I feel sure that a solid pipe run to the top 
of the blades would cut off the discharge of foul air 
very much. I would suggest that the solid pipe be 
carried up about 8 inches above the bottom blade. 
From this point I would use louver blades, vertical, 
with a bead at both edges. They should be spaced 
the same as those on the cupola and carried to the 
top. 





REPAIRING TAR AND GRAVEL ROOFS.

I would like some of your readers to inform me of 
any kind of solution or process that can be depended 
upon to repair a tar and gravel roof. I have a tar 
and gravel roof over the storeroom which I rent and it 
has three or four leaky places in it. We have tried to 
repair the same with asphaltum roof coating, but in the 
summer this coating warms up and runs off, leaving 
the leaks exposed.

COLLAPSE OF METAL CEILINGS DUE TO 
IMPROPER APPLICATION. 





When the Pennsylvania Railroad Co.’s tunnels be- 
tween Manhattan and New Jersey and between Man- 
hattan and Long Island were completed recently, real 
estate men, building managers, contractors, owners, 
and prospective builders were furnished with a les- 
son in vibration of buildings. It had to do with the 
prevention of the falling of the ceilings. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co, solved the problem by building 
vibration proof tunnels. 

Vibration was responsible recently for the crashing 
down of the ceilings in two Broadway (New York) 
billiard parlors; the injuring of a number of children 
by the collapse of a public school ceiling due to the 
discharge of a battery of guns at Fort Hamilton, and 
the falling of ceilings in many homes and tenement 
houses during the dynamite explosions attending the 
building of various subways. 

Steel ceilings have solved the problem of vibra- 
tion, but several New York accidents have brought 
out the fact that there is a right way and a wrong 
way to apply steel ceilings. In the case of one ceil- 
ing collapse a metal ceiling fell because it had not 
been applied in the proper manner. 

It cost the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. millions of 
dollars to build their vibration proof tubes because 
they had to be so constructed that no part would ever 
work loose. It is, however, not practical to build 
a dwelling house or a commercial or industrial build- 
ing that will be absolutely vibration proof, but it is 
essential to life and property that an effectual and 
inexpensive method be adopted by which the fatal 
consequences of oscillation may be prevented. 

The steel ceiling in one of the New York billiard 
rooms referred to had not been applied in the proper 
manner. The nails holding the ceiling furring, which 
were placed over the old plaster, were merely driven 
through the plaster and through the plaster lath 
above. There was no support and nothing to keep 
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the steel ceiling in position except short nails driven 
through the plaster and lath. It was natural that 
this would not be sufficient, even were there no per- 
ceptible vibration. 

In the correct construction of steel ceilings, nails 
of goodly length should be used and not merely 
driven at random through the plaster and lath, but 
placed uniform so that they will enter the floor 
beams and’ joists at least two inches. Vibration has 
caused more than one accident where plaster is used 
to cover ceilings of large spans. Plaster is not safe 
under those conditions, because vibration will, from 
above, shear off the key of the plaster. This may be 
caused by the falling of packing boxes on the floor 
above, the passage of street cars, ponderous motor 
or team/trucks nearby, or the constant walking over- 
head. More than that, a*water leak will disintegrate 
the key and the plaster will fall as a result.

HARDWARE. 

The situation in the hardware market is on the whole 
encouraging, and the outlook for a profitable spring 
business is considered good. Prices as a rule are 
being steadily maintained, and while buying is not 
over brisk, it is expected that an active purchasing 
movement will be commenced in the very near future, 
for the very good reason that stocks are low as a rule, 
probably lower than they have been for months past. 

Business in wire nails is somewhat quiet and the 
same may be said of cut nails. There is no change in 
prices. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. . 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retail- 
ers’ car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in 
car lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 

TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate trade is assured a steady. run through 
the first half of the year. The number of active hot 
mills was greatly increased during the week and fur- 
ther additions to active capacity are ordered for the 
coming week. The demand for tin plate is on the 
increase and it is expected that the can manufac- 
turers will soon come into the market. The price of 
tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.50 for 100- 
pound tin plate 20x28. 

SHEETS. 

Buying of sheets is fairly active, galvanized sheets 
being in best request. The market may be generally 
described ‘as steady and evidence of price cutting is 
gradually vanishing. The Chicago price to retailers 
is $3.75 out of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, gal- 
vanized. 


COPPER. 


The week opened without any increase in copper 
buving. Prices are weak and the metal is easily 
obtainable at 12%4c a pound. Cash copper is selling 
below 12%c. Demand for export is lighter than it has 
been in several weeks, which is in contrast with the 
record breaking exports in December and the first 
half of the current month. The falling off in copper 
consumption over, the last several months is estimated 
at 25 per cent. 

The New York copper market was dull and easy in 
tone on Thursday, without any price fluctuations of im- 
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Report. 


portance. There was no change in the local situation 
and very little in the way of new features abroad. 
There appears to be more pressure to sell the refined 
product here, with concessions made by both first and 
second hands, and the demand within small compass. 
On the call at the New York Metal Exchange prices 
were unchanged from Monday, spot to March being 
offered at 12.10 cents with 12 cents bid. 

The only feature of interest to note in the foreign 
market is the slight recovery of 6s 3d from the low 
point touched last week on Standard, but the metal 
continues to be speculatively neglected in the specu- 
lative market of the world, London, on account of the 
wild and sensational speculative movement in pig tin 
going on there, which has a tendency to attract specu- 
lative interests to this metal to the disadvantage of 
copper. When one turns to the consuming trade, 
which is generally termed the legitimate trade, the 


market is found to be also extremely dull and stag-_ 


nant, but there is a slight disposition for sellers to 
be less. anxious to make sales, and asking a shade 
higher. There is also a disposition on the part of deal- 
ers to pick up cheap lots. Taking trade as a whole, 
the copper market is very dull and stagnant, and unless 
something develops speculatively, the indications are 
that there will be no change until next month, when 
the Producers’ figures will give an indication as to 
what we are to expect in statistical developments. 





LEAD. 

A strong demand marked the Joplin (Mo.) lead ore 
market of the past week and throughout the week 
ores sold at $57 to $58 per ton of 80 per cent zinc. 
Nearly all the large lots received $58, while smaller lots 
shaded down to ‘$57. 

The curtailment in output antl increase in demand 
by the starting of two new smelters has caused the 
market to respond quickly and the producers are feel- 
ing much better over the situation. 





ALUMINUM. 

Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are rather 
easy. 

Prices per pound, in ton lots, are as follows: No. 1 
pure ingot, 23@24; rods and wire, base price 31c, and 
sheets, 33c base price. 

ANTIMONY. 

The antimony market is quiet with prices firmly 
held. 

Prices are 7.75@8.25c for Cookson’s; 7.75@8.25c 
for Hallett’s and 7.00@ 7.25c for ordinary brands. The 
London market is quoted at £29 for Hallett’s and 
£28 for ordinary brands. 





TIN. 
The tin market was excited and higher again on 
Thursday. The London syndicate, which is in control 
of the situation, was probably again obliged to take 
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up future positions, resulting in a sharp advance in an 
excited market. In sympathy with the conditions 
abroad the New York market was strong, with ad- 
vances of 65 to 70 points. There was only a small 
demand from consumers and the buying by operators 
was within comparatively narrow limits. 

On the call at the New York Metal Exchange, spot 
was offered at 41.80c, with 41.50c bid. January and 
February were 41.75c asked and 41.50c was bid. April 
was 41.75c asked, with 41.25c bid. 


SPELTER. 

Both the St. Louis and New York spelter markets 
were easy and prices declined from 5 to 10 points. 
Advices from Joplin report total shipments for the 
week ended January 14, 4,363 tons, previous week, 
3,319 tons, same week Jast year, 3,739 tons, this year 
7,683 tons, last year 8,854 tons. Decrease 1,171 tons. 


IRON BARS. 
The market for iron bars is dull and heavy. 
Quotations are as follows: $1.30@1.35 for refined 
bars and $1.25@1.30 for ordinary. 


COKE. 

The H. C. Frick Coal & Coke Co. has fired 1,100 
ovens in the Connellsville and Klondike regions, which 
were idle since the holidays. The coke situation is 
looking better. While prices are low the tone of the 
market is better, and independent operators are opti- 
mistic. The total shipments east and west in Decem- 
ber, 1910, amounted to 31,813 cars against 36,834 cars 
in December, 1909, a decrease of over 5,000 cars. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half of 
next year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.60@1.75 for shipment over the next six 
months. 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market cannot be expected to respond, 
even though conditions in steel do improve. Stocks 
of pig iron are large, and there is the constant threat 
of the dumping of some of the Alabama iron that has 
been held for months. Demand for the first half of 
January has been far from satisfactory. The last 
week has seen no improvement in inquiries in central 
territory, and the largest factors in merchant pig iron 
buying, the machinery and foundry interests, seem dis- 
posed to continue their policy of hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing, at least till the question of next year’s ore prices 
is settled, which will not be likely for several weeks 
yet. : 

The largest business of the past week in the Pitts- 
burgh District was in malleable iron, in which there 
were sales of 6,000 to 8,000 tons, on a basis of $13.50 
valley furnace. Bessemer inquiries recently put out 
have been withdrawn, and an Eastern furnace interest, 
using Swedish ore, has entered the field, taking some 
pending Bessemer business. On inquiries for basic 
iron, the larger makers in Pittsburgh territory continue 
declining to quote on competitive business, though in- 
quiries now in the market call for 2,500 tons, on which 
there is some difficulty in stirring up enough quotations 
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to make bidding interesting. Four or five inquiries for 
foundry iron are pending, some of it for the lower 
grades for pipe mills. One sale of forge iron, 1,000 
tons, was closed on the basis of $13.25 valleys. 

The bi-monthly settlement of the bar iron scale with 
the puddling mill workmen, completed on Friday, 
showed the average realized price on bar iron through 
November and December to have been between 1.35 
cents and 1.40 cents, which leaves the wage rate in the 
iron mills unchanged for January and February. There 
is an increase of operations in the iron pipe mills, de- 
liveries on pipe in Pittsburgh territory generally be- 
ginning about March 15. The mills which were refus- 
ing last November to quote present prices on iron pipe 
beyond February 1 have now begun contracting for 
deliveries up to May 1 at present prices. 

Railroad buying still is holding off, notwithstanding 
recent increased inquiries for rails and rolling stock. 
In one or two cases action on bids already in for rolling 
stock and elevated track work has been postponed for 
further consideration of the expenditures, and in a 
few instances these inquiries have been actually with- 
drawn. The railroads are more favorably disposed to 
expenditures for equipment and maintenance than dur- 
ing the closing davs of last year, but do not seem 
quite sure enough of the future to risk large commit- 
ments.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There is a wider and more general interest in the 
market. It is true that there are a half-dozen inquiries 
where there is one purchase, but the fact that consumers 
are inquiring is in itself*significant of their feeling that it 
is a good thing to look into the situation. It is a notorious 
fact that at present prices producers are actually losing 
money. The situation in this respect is so bad that a 
great many furnaces have been blown out and production 
has been and is constantly being reduced. It is not ap- 
parent that consumption is declining; if it is not increasing 
it is at least fully holding its own, and it is only a ques- 
tion of time when production is going to be very much 
less than consumption. It looks as if the two were pretty 
evenly balanced today. Iron masters are feeling encour- 
aged, not only over the inquiry but over the actual sales, 
for there have been some transactions of the first magni- 
tude and there have been a great many scattering orders 
which have been so well distributed that everyone has had 
a share. It is a noticeable fact that the demand for quick 
shipment material is increasing. 

“There come the most encouraging reports from Bir- 
mingham. Speculators have been busy there asking for 
prices and buying iron, and several sales have been made 
at a premium over current quotations. 

“To sum the whole thing up, while there is nothing 
wildly enthusiastic about the market, yet the situation is 
shaping itself apparently toward more favorable condi- 
tions.”
